@>ot automobile accidents and then 
capped the story by causing the 
blowout of an electric light trans- 
former in Wilmington Square which 
plunged large areas into total dark- 
ness for several hours. 

Ginny brought a total of 2,02 
inches of rain to Wilmington, more 
than it did to Boston and other 
communities which received about 
1 1/4 inches, It was the first rain 
for this town since Oct 3rd. 

There were three autoaccidepts 
during the storm, sending four pet}- 
sons to St Johns Hospital in Lowell, 

There were four accidents du- 
ring the storm, which sent four men 
to the St Johns Hospital in Lowell. 
The worst accident, at 11 pm on 
West Street, near the home of Nor~ 
man Richardson, 

‘Three Reading boys, in a car 
struck a parked car, at about 10:50 
pm and the parked car was forced 
into another, All three had to be 
towed away. 

‘The first accident was at 1:40pm 
at the corner of Middlesex Avenue 
and High Street, B involved a car 
driven by D D Parsons of 398 
Chestnut Street, and a 1960 Valient 


driven by Ira Pelletier of Arling- 
ton, Passengers in the car driven 
by Mr Parsons were his mother 
and his wife. There were no re- 
Ported personal injuries, 

A DeMoulas Truck skidded on the 
approach to Route 93, in North 
Wilmington, and turned on Its side. 
wThe police, when they arrived a- 
bout 4:45 pm found the driver 
Standing on the left side of the in- 
side of the cab, climbing out thru 
the right side door, He was taken 
to St Johns. The accident tied up 
the approach to the Interstate High 
way for about half an hour. 

Property damage only resulted 
from an accident on Shawsheen 
Avenue, at about 8:40 pm. The ac- 
cident was near the Billerica line, 
when John S Martin of PMehurst 
struck a road-side cement pole. 

The last of the woes thrust on the 
town by Ginnie happened in the 
electric transormer box near Wil- 


mington Square, just after mid- 
night on Tuesday, 

Rain forcing its way into the 
transformer caused an electrical 
short circuit, and large portions 
of the town was plunged into dark- 
mess. 

Lights were out along Shawsheen 
Avenue, and up Main Street to Stl- 
ver Lake for a total ofthree hours,

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TAXES GOING UP 


In his latest letter to the people of Wil- 
mington Town Manager Jerry Bouchard points out 
(among other things) that the increase in Per- 
sonal and Real property, in Wilmington, for 
1963 was $3.6 million over the 1962 figure.

Has there been an increase of $5,000,000 in 
Personal and Real property in Wilmington this 
year? Will there be? 

The answer is No. There has been very little 
important building going on this year. 

It looks as though 1964 is going to be a 
year of still higher taxes.
